Mass Evacuation 
Of German Cities 
Reported Underway 


(B y A ssociated P re s s) 
BERN. 
Switzerland. 
June 
15— 
German newspapers received here 
said a mass evacuation of cities in 
western Germany was under way 
as the result of 180 heavy raids b y 
Allied planes and 600 air alarms. 
The Nazi press is engaged in a 
campaign to impel rural residents 
to open their homes to refugees. 
Much-b omb ed Duesseldorf, target 
of a recent 2.000-ton RAF raid, is 
one of the chief cities: b eing evac­ 
uated, the German 
papers 
said. 
Communiq ues from Berlin have re­ 
ported very heavy losses there. 
Not only the b omb ed-out families 
b ut those y et untouched b y the ex­ 
plosives are b eing moved out, Das 
Reich said. Men are left b ehind to 
work. 
J oin Relativ es 
The evacuation scheme as an­ 
nounced b y Das Reich was this: 
Persons in northern Westphalia 
(the Ruhr region» will go to Ba­ 
varia. 
Those from Berlin will go 
to Brandenb urg, East Prussia and 
Pomerania. 
Those with relatives 
in oilier districts may have permis­ 
sion to join them. 
‘The more difficult the housing 
and supply prob lems b ecome, the 
more necessary it Is for those who 
can to leave the cities," Das Reich 
said, "the evacuation not only saves 
lives b ut assures those who remain 
b ehind a more adeq uate air raid 
protection, b etter traasport facili­ 
ties, b etter food and supplies.” 
Reichsmarshal Herman Goering's 
Essener National Zeitung said that 
five uninterrupted months would b e 
req uired as of May 15 to construct 
emergency housing in Essen, rub ­ 
b led home of the great Krupp mu­ 
nitions works. 
Essener National 
Zeitung 
said 
that 10,060 persons were b ound to 
Essen b y work and must b e given 
new homes, 
b ut that 
for 
many 
others, evacuation to the country is 
the only solution. 
(The reports from laside Ger­ 
many recalled the recent addresses 
of Prime Minister Churchill and the 
statement of Major Gen. Ira C. 
Eaker of the Eighth U. S. air force 
that Germany might b e b omb ed 
into sub mission. 
The heaviest at­ 
tacks have b een concentrated in 
the 'Ruhr section of Westphalia and 
on North Germany . The Germans 
are unab le to move their heavy in­ 
dustries such as coke ovens, b last 
furnaces, coal and iron mines out 
of the “b omb alley ’’.) 
One Berlin dispatch complained 
of country hotels seeking to avoid 
serving evacuees on the pretext that 
they had no b ed linen and insuf­ 
ficient lab or.
